WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 CAP). 
— WflJiam Saxbe resigned today 
as attorney general to accept an 
assignment as UJS. ambassador 
to India. No successor was im- 
mediately announced. 

White House Press Secretary 
Ronald Nessen announced that 
Daniel Moynfhan was resigning 
as the US. envoy in New Delhi 
to return to teaching duties at 
Harvard University in February, 
and that Mr. Saxbe would be 
nominated to succeed him. 

President Ford reportedly has 
chosen Edward Levi, the Uni- 
versity of Chicago president, who 
is described as a conservative 
Democrat, to be the next attorney 
general.

BRUSSELS, Dec. 13 (WP).— Secretary of State 
Henry Kiss in g er today held out. cautious hope that 
outstanding differences -on how to deal with the 
energy ends will be overcome at this weekend’s 
summit meeting between President Gerald Feed 
and French President Valgry Giscard d’Estaing. 

. Mr. Kissing eris guarded optimism was the hap- 
piest note of the final day of the weeklong North 
Atlantic Treaty Or ganisation con- 
sultations, which were dominated 
by awareness of increased Soviet- 
bloc military strength and of 
threats to Western defenses by 
inflation, "recession and high oil 
prices. 

Mr. Kissinger insisted at a press 
conference that the differing 
French, and American approaches 
to the energy , crisis "are not con- 
tradictory and can be reconciled.'’

Council Extends . 
UN Cyprus Force 

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y, Dec. 
18 (Reuters) .—The Security Coun- 
cil tonight approved a six-month 
extension of the UN peacekeeping" 
farce in Cyprus, until next 
June 15. 

Fourteen members voted for the 
resolution. China did not take 
part. 

The UN force, now totaling 
4.435 officers «nd men, has been 
on duty since March, 1964, when 
it was sent to the island after 
fighting between Greek and 
Turkish Cypriots.

Insisting that the United 
States believed oil prices were 
“still too high for the sake of 
the stability and .progress” of the 
world economy. Mr. Kissinger de- 
nied recent French suggestions 
that Washington now favored 
high prices to guarantee rest 
American investments needed to 
m a ke development of alternate 
energy sources In the United 
States profitable. 

The French took that view as 
a result of a recent speech at 
Yale University in which Thomas 
En d ers, assistant secretary of 
state for economic affairs, men- 
tioned establishing ft guaranteed 
"floor” under energy prices to 
provide incentives for developing 
alternate energy sources. But Mr. 
gfari n g g r aQ but dismissed such 
ideas by saying they were a 
"matter of study and considera- 
tion” rather, than government 
policy. 

Mr. Kissinger also confirmed 
earlier reports that his fellow 
foreign ministers had pressed 
him here to “consult on the 
repercussions of economic devel- 
opments” da both sides of the 
Atlantic. The final communique 
contained cautions, wording for 
what was in fact a general toll 
for reflation of the UJS. econ- 
capy.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (APJ.— 
The Senate passed on a 77-4 vote 
tonight a far-reaching interna- 
tional trade bill with a historic 
provirion designed to Insure emi- 
gration of minorities from Com- 
munist countries. 

The vote sent the bin to con- 
ference with the House, which' 
passed a similar measure a year 
ago. 

Barder in the day, on an 88-0 
vote, senators added to the hill a 
compromise amendment prohibit- 
ing UJ3. trade concessions or 
credits lor any communist nation 
that* dbes:iol.'^wcBr. -rinlgratann 
barriers. 

But the bin grants the presi- 
dent bread authority to seek" 
agreements with other nations 
leading to a freer system of 
world trade. 

The Senate brought the trade 
measure to a vote by invoking 
cloture earlier in the day. The 
vote on cloture was 71-39, 11 more 
tfritt-r. the required two-thirds. 

Jackson Amendment 

After voting cloture, the Sen- 
ate added to the hill, 88 to 0. 
an arnpTirimpnf by gen. Henry 
Jackson, D-Wash, softening ear- 
lier provisions malting the grant- 
ing of most-favored-nation and 
other trade concessions to Russia 
co nd itio n a l an the lifting of 
emigration curbs on Jews and 
other minorities. 

An earlier Jackson proposal, 
written into the House and Senate 
Finance Committee versions of 
the bin, flatly barred any trade 



concessions to Russia if it impos- 
ed any curbs on emigration. This 
wording was so strong it was 
totally unacceptable to Russia. 

The amendment, worked out in 
a compromise with the secretary 
of state, allows the President to 
waive the harsher demands far 
18 months provided be is satisfied, 
that Russia is at least taking steps 
to meet them. 

With time running out on the 
93d Congress, the cloture move 
was rammed through in order to 
block nontrade amendments that 
could have encumbered the mea- 
sure badly enough i;is jwui 

to bar a potential filibuster by a 
handful at conservatives and 
lahdtxmlQn loyalists opposed to 
the bill. 

Backed by the White House, 
the House-passed bill grants 
President Ford power to make 
cuts in tariffs and other trade 
barriers in return for the lower- 
ing of obstacles by other coun- 
tries to imports of US. good s. 

The success of the cloture move 
on the first try, despite the op- 
position of organized labor, which 
fears the bill will foster the “ex- 
port of Jobs,” resulted from heavy 
pressure by Mr. Ford personally, 
the White House lobbying staff: 
Republican leaders Hugh Scott of 
Pennsylvania and Robert Griffin 
of Michigan; Democratic acting 
leader Robert Byrd of West Vir- 
ginia; Democratic liberals Inter- 
ested in the Soviet provisions and 
business groups who think the 
bill will lead to major new ex- 
port possibilities. 

Long IS Manager 

Sen. Russell Long, D-La„ floor 
manager of the measure, said the 
bin could not be passed unless 
unrelated amendments were 
barred.

He said that the average earn- 
ings of the oil-producing states 
after deducting production costs 
would be $10.12 a barrel, an in- 
crease of 38 cents a barrel. 

Forced to Raise Price 
Mr. Amouzegar said that OPEC 
had been forced to increase the 
price of ofl because three of its 
members — Saudi Arabia, Abu 

Dhabi and .Qatar— had raised 
their prices at a meeting in Abu 
Dhabi last month. 

"We had two choices: either 
to go back to the September 
price system, and this would 
mean the three Arab members 
reversing their decision, which 
they would not, or adopt the Abu 
Dhabi price ” Mr. Amouzegar told 
newsmen. 

"We adopted the Abu Dhabi 
;tfie gaxue eft trocr-the- 
same spot [the Middle East],” 
Mr. Amouzegar said. 

-The Iranian minister said that 
the posted price for oil bad been 
scrapped. 

“There is no posted price. 
There is a single unified price,” 
he said. 

The posted price was the theo- 
retical price of crude oil from 
which the actual price was work- 
ed out by a complex system of 
taxes and royalties paid by oil 
companies to producers. 

Asked if the price increase 
would mean that gasoline and 
home beating oil would cost 
mare, Mr. Amouzegar said: ‘“That 
depends on how much the oil 
compan i es can absorb from their 
profits.” 

He said that Iran bad proposed 
that ail-company profits be lim- 
ited to 50 UJ3. cents a barrel, 
OPEC officials said. 

Chance for Consumers 
Mr. Amouzegar said that the 
producers had agreed on the 
nine-month oil-price freeze, in- 
stead of quarterly revisions, to 
give the consuming nations a 
chance to iron out their dif- 
ferences. 

“Then, we can tit down to- 
gether for a constructive dia- 
logue,* he said.

In Israel, government author- 
ities declined, to issue an official 
comment before seeing the text 
of Mr. Fahmy ’s statement but 
they said they found it bard to 
believe that Egypt had made 
such a demand. 

According to the last available 
figures, Israel has a population 
of 3 million, and its flow of im- 
migration has dropped about 40 
per cent compared to last year, 
with the decrease attributed to 
economic problems and fears of 
Palestinian terrorism.

Israeli military sources said 
earlier that army artillery gun- 
ners fired heavier-than-usual 
barrages during the night at 
guerrilla targets in the Nabatiyab 
area, north of the Israeli- 
Lebanese border. The Israeli 
fire was in reaction to three 
Katyusha rockets that . landed 
without causing damage late yes- 
terday in the Safed area, near 
the frontier, the sources said. 

The command said the rockets 
were fired from Lebanon. 

In Beirut, a government an- 
nouncement said that 30 persons 
were wounded in Nabatiyah by 
the Israeli shelling. 

Israeli fighter-bombers and 
helicopters flew over regions of 
southern Lebanon, drawing anti- 
aircraft fire from Lebanese Army 
posts and Palestinian guerrillas. 

The planes did not attack. 
They appeared to be on recon- 
naissance missions.

WASHINGTON. Dec. 13 CAP). 
—President Ford bestowed the 
Congressional Medal of Honor an 
two Army veterans of -Vietnam 
yesterday and delivered a prayer 
that Vietnam would be America's 
"last war.” 

Mr. Ford honored Warrant Of- 
ficer .Louis Roc co, 38. of Albu- 
querque, Nil, and S/Sgt. Jon 
Cavaiani, 31, who was born in 
Roys ton, England, and is now a 
resident of San Francisco. Both 
men were severely wounded in 
action. 

The President noted that Sgt. 
Cavaiani was believed to have 
been killed In action when he was 
recommended for the Medal of 
Honor and it 'was only learned 
later that he was a prisoner of 
war. He remained a captive for 
more than two years and was re- 
leased in July, 1973.

The jury that had convicted 
George Thomas Vasil Wednesday 
recommended the death sentence 
after further deliberation.

SALISBURY. Rhodesia, Dec. 13 
(UPD .—Black nationalist leader 
Ndabaaingl Sithole said today 
that there can be no settlement of 
the Rhodesian constitutional dis- 
pute unless Prime Minister Ian 
Smith’s white government "moves 
its minority stand.” 

Mr. Sithole was making his first 
public statement after 10 years of 
detention without trial. Along 
with other black nationalists, he 
was released by Mr. Smith to 
attend talks in Zambia where it 
was agreed to halt the two-year 
guerrilla war and to begin discus- 
sions with the white government. 
There are no preconditions but 
no date or venue has been set. 

Mr. Sithole, head of the Zim- 
babwe African National Union 
(ZANU). held a news conference 
with another released detainee, 
Joshua Nkomo, leader of the 
Zimbabwe African Peoples Union 
(ZAPU). Both parties now have 
merged to become the African 
National Council (ANC> which, 
under Mr. Smith's terms, will be 
permitted to engage in political 
activity before constitutional talks 
are held. 

Mr. Sithole said that he was not 
bitter about his years In deten- 
tion, . which he started before 
Mr. Smithy declared Rhodesia's 
Independence from Britain in 
1965.

Senate Unit Ends 
50,-Year Deadlock 
On ChemicalWar 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (NYT). 
— The Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee yesterday ended a 
half-century-old deadlock over 
the 1925 Geneva Protocol on 
r-he rpjnai warfare by voting unan- 
imously to send the treaty to 
the Senate floor for approval. 

With toe combined support of 
the committee and toe admin- 
istration, it was virtually certain 
that, more than 50 years after 
the arms- control measure, was 
first proposed by the United 
States, the Senate would approve 
and. the President would ratify 
toe treaty. 

A mong toe major ' powers, only 
the United States has. not 'ratified 
the treaty, which bans chemical 
and bacteriological weapons’ use 
in war. 

The committee also approved 
a 1972 treaty banning the pro- 
duction and stockpiling of bio- 
logical weapons. 

■ Action on the chemical warfare 
treaty has for. three years been 
blocked in the Senate by a dispute 
as to whether ' toe pact covered 
tear gas and herbicides, which 
. the United States used in Viet- 
nam. The committee decided to 
Sidestep the Issue and It will not 
be mentioned in any U.S. attach- 
ment to the treaty.

Farmers Protest Price , Take 
Their ‘ Beef 5 to Washington 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AF). — 
Twenty head of . Hereford cattle 
have been- removed from toe 
lawn of the Agriculture Der_rt- 
ment to be slaughtered, cut up 
and distributed to poor f amflles , 
and 37 other head of cattle spent 
last night in portable stee' pens 
on toe mall across from Agricul- 
ture Secretary Earl Bute’s office. 

The 37 bead of cattle were to 
be exhibited for another day as 
part of a produce-consumer 
protest of livestock industry eco- 
nomic conditions. 

The 20 head of cattle, worth 
$7,350 on the boot to a rancher, 
are worth $12^40 at retail prices. 
The meat, about 9500 pounds, ~7fll 
be donated to poor families here 
nest week to 10-pound packages. 

The Meat Promoters of South 
Dakota and Montana and the 
Consumer Federation of America 
brought the cattle : here to 
dramatize toe difference — $5,290 — 
between the farm price and the 
retail price for. the 20 grain-fat- 
tened animals. 

“Here’s Our Beef, Mr. Bute,” 
read a sign taped to the pens. 
“Ranchers Can’t Afford to weed 
Us, Consumers Can't Afford to 
Buy Us,” read another 

'Twenty of toe group of 27 
cattle, previously grass-fed, will 
be' given a grain ration on 
Maryland farms for the nest four 
months to demonstrate soaring 
feed costs. 

The cattle came here with 50 
persons in a caravan that set out 
on Dec. fi from Bison, SX>.

President Ibrd Intends to ask 
for an appropriation for the pro- 
gram of $1 billion before toe end 
of toe year and it is expected 
that that amount will be the sura 
initially available to states and 
communities. 

In addition, the Senate would 
allot $1 billion to the Economic 
Development Administration for 
loans and grants to stimulate 
economic growth in depressed 
areas. 

The House version does not 
contain such a provision. It is 
considered improbable that toe 
conference committee will agree 
to this program. 

Among those persons who would 
become eligible far unemploy- 
ment compensation are farm 
workers, employees of state end 
local governments and domestics. 

Compensation payments are 
made on the basis of a worker's 
salary and length of service at 
the time he lost his job.

The additional insurance pay- 
ments would cost up to $3 billion 
in the next ca lend a r year. 

The bills are considered among 
the most important pieces of 
economic legislation passed by 
Congress this year. Sponsors of 
the measures noted that toe net 
cost of creating public-service 
jobs was considerably less than 
the expenditure on the program, 
since there are offsetting savings 
in unemployment compensation, 
welfare payments and food 
stamps and an increase in tax 
revenues. 

The unemployment rate rose 
to 6 per cent in October and 65 
per cent in November, and gov- 
ernment economists have ■‘’aid 
they expected toe rate to continue 
to rise.

Saudi Arabian princes lost more 
than $1 millio n at roulette and 
baccara tables in a five-day 
spree K last week at the MGM 
Grand HoteL 

They left the hotel all smties 
and headed back home on their 
private Jet, promising to return 
soon “to try our hick again.” 

“Wealthy Arabs have been fly- 
ing into Vegas on their private 
jet® the past several weeks." said 
Morrie Jaeger. 44, the hotel’s 
i*it«nTin manager. 

“2a my 22 years here, I’ve seen 
a lot of big spenders. But I've 
never seen anyone spend money 
and gamble on the order of the 
Arabs. 

“One Arab has been flying in 
here on a regular basis from toe 
Middle East. He gambles all 
over town — at our club, at Cae- 
sar’s Palace, at the Sands. 

“He alone dropped $1 million 
one night recently in our rooftop 
casino.” 

Food Tasters 

The three Saudi Arabians stay- 
ed In $800- a- day penthouse suites 
at the Grand. They came with 
large retinues— guards, financial 
aides, cooks, food tasters and 
others. As all Arabs who have 
come to Las Vegas in recent 
weeks, toe three princes wore 
conservative black business suits. 

“You can’t readily toll they 
are Arabs," Mr. Jaeger said. 
“They don’t wear turbans and 
white flawing robes.” 

The Arabs gamble In the pri- 
vacy of the exclusive Metro Club, 
a plush rooftop gaming den on 
the 26th floor down the hall from 
their suites. 

Each prince bet as much as 
$20,000 on. the roll of toe dice 
and even more on the turn of 
a card in baccara or the spin 
of the roulette wheel. They play- 
ed with $500 chips, placing the 
maximum wager of four chips 
on a single bet. 

The Metro Club is ‘off limits 
to all but a handful of the biggest 
spenders . There are no -dot 
machines, only roulette, crap 
tables, blackjack and baccara. 

No one is permitted to get off 
an elevator on the 26th floor 
except invited gamblers who have 
at least a $10,000 credit line. 

The Arab who lost $1 million 
one night had hicky streaks, Mr. 
Jaeger said. 

“He beats us, too. One night 
he won $200500.” 

But tho casino manager admit- 
ted the house comes out on top 
nearly all the time. 

“We get the cream of toe crop 


in the Metro Club from all over 
the country, from all over toe 
world. Gentlemen that cany 
$1C,000 bills in their pockets. 

“But these Arabs are some- 
thing else.

"And tip. My God, did they 
tip. They gave toe maids $50 
each." 

A photo girl in toe hotel snap- 
ped a picture of the three 
princes. She presented them the 
developed print and was given a 
$300 tip. 

“I've been taking photographs 
for years, but nothing like this 
ever happened before,” she said. 

The presence of toe princes 
had the hotel buzzing with ex- 
citement. It was rumored that 
their security men carried sub- 
machine guns, but hotel guards 
said toe princes’ protectors were, 
indeed, armed, “but armed dis- 
creetly." 

2 Doctors Report 
Male Pill Tests 
Prove Successful 

LONDON, Dec. 13 (AP).— Two 
Australian scientists reported to- 
day that- they had achieved suc- 
cess in testing a male birth-con- 
trol pill on five men. 

Dr. Maxine and Dr. Michael 
Briggs wrote in the scientific 
journal Nature that toe men were 
temporarily sterilised by using a 
pill based on a combination of 
two well-known synthetic hor- 
mones. 

The men took toe pill twice 
dally for 24 weeks. Four of the 
five stopped producing sperm af- 
ter nirn* weeks. The fifth stopped 
producing sperm after 15 weeks. 

When the treatment ended, the 
men began producing sperm again 
after about 15 weeks but it took 
10 months for their sperm count 
to return to normal 

Dr. Harold Jackson, one of Brit- 
ain’s leading researchers in the 
field, commented: “It’s a good 
step forward but there’s a long 
way to go. At toe moment I 
don’t think it's what X would call 
a practical approach.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 CAP). 
—■The wife of former Attamev 
Richard Tnoin^iar ^ 
taied in court today on the time 
of a crucial telephone call to her 
home. 

The can, from Gordon Liddy 
leader of the Watergate burglars 
occurred nearly 2 1. 2 years ago 
on the day that five of Idddy's 
agents were arrested inside the 
Watergate complex. 

Mrs. Klelndienst followed her 
husband as a witness for former 
assistant attorney general Robert 
Mardian at the Watergate cover- 
up trial. 

Kletndlenst testified yesterday 
that Liddy came to the Burning 
Tree Country Club between 12:30 
p.m. and 1 p.m. and summoned 
him from the dining room. He 
said that Liddy told him he was 
there on behalf of former At- 
torney General John Mitchell 
Who wanted his help to get the 
burglars out of jail. 

Mrs. Kleindienst said that she 
received a telephone fan from 
Liddy, who was trying to reach 
her husband, sometime between 
noon and 12:30 pjn. Mrs. Klein- 
cUenst said that she told Liddy 
her husband probably could be 
reached at the golf course, where 
he was playing in a tournament. 

The time of both the telephone 


call and Liddy’s appearance at 
the golf course Is crucial to Mr. 
Uordian’a case. 

Air, Mardian claims that he 
never received orders from Mr. 
.Mitchell to have Liddy contact 
Klemdienst and that he never 
gave such instructions. 

Mr. Mardian and others have 
testified that they learned of the 
burglary while In California, after 
11 an. California time, which 
would be after 2 pjn. an the East 
Coast. 

With both Klelndienst’s and his 
wife’s testimony, Mr, Mardian 
hoped to establish that Liddy 
could not have been called from 
California as early as 12:30 pan. 
or 1 p.m. and, therefore, that 
Liddy falsely claimed that he was 
acting on Mr. Mitchell's instruc- 
tions. 

Mrs. Klelndienst said that she 
had been cleaning kitchen cabinets 
and was in her husband's den 
eating lunch when Liddy called. 

Assistant ' Prosecutor Jerald 
Goldman challenged her memory, 
saying that Mrs. Klein dienst only 
a month ago had told prosecutors 
In an interview that she did not 
look at the clock and wore no 
watch. 

Mrs. Klelndienst was .followed 
on the witness stand by William 
Olson, an attorney from Pasa- 
dena. Calif., who succeeded Mr. 
Mardian as head of the Internal

Mr. Olson, who was Klein- 
dienst’s partner in' the June 17, 
1972, golf tournament, said that 
he and. Klelndlenst went into the 
clubhouse Hinip g room around 
noon after finishing 18 holes of 
golf and that, soon after, Kleln- 
dienst was summoned and left 
the table for about 15 minutes. 

"I did sot look at my 'watch 
at the moment Mr. Klelndlenst 
left the table" Mr. Olson testi- 
fied. 

Mr. M ardian is one of the lesser 
known figures among the five 
Watergate cover-up trial defen- 
dants. The others on trial are

He is listed in only five of the 
45 “overt acts" the government 
says went into the conspiracy. 

On June 17. 1972, when five 
men were arrested In the Demo- 
cratic party's headquarters in the 
Watergate office building, Mr. 
Mardian was in California on a 
political trip with Mr. Mitchell 
and his aides, Jeb Stuart Ma- 
gnifier and Frederick LaRue. 

True Identity 

Magruder learned of the break- 
in through a telephone call from 
Liddy. Magruder testified Oct. 30 
that Mr. Mitchell told Mr. Mar- 
dian to telephone Liddy with 
instructions to seek out Kleln- 
dienst to get one of the arrested 
men out of prison before bis true 
identity became known.

Klelndlenst, who since has 
pleaded guilty to a misdemeanor .

Court of 
Appeals upheld yesterday the con-

The court also upheld UJS. 
District Judge John Sirica In 
suspending the execution of Lid- 
dy’s Watergate sentence while he 
served a separate contempt sen- 
tence. 

An opinion written by Chief 
Judge David Bazelon said that 
the appeals judges “affirm Mc- 
Cord’s conviction in its entirety." 

McCord claimed that Magruder 
and Herbert Porter, a Nixon cam- 
paign official, had both admitted 
giving perjured testimony at Mc- 
Cord's trial when asked if they 
had authorized or had knowledge 
of McCord's break-in at the Wa- 
tergate.

by sailing fraudulent shares In 
pm oil-drilling company. 

The indictment said only a 
small part of more than $100 
million raised from investors was 
used for the production of oil . 

Assistant UJ3. Attorney Stephen 
Wilson told UJ3. District Judge 
Irving vrni that he believes Mr. 
Trlppet has rJbout $15 million in 
bank accounts, some of which he 
said may have been transferred 
to foreign countries. 

The 39-count indictment out- 
lined .an ela borate sch eme which, , 
the indictment charges, was oas- ' 
ed on paying investors dividends 
which were disguised to appear 
as though they were derived from 
oC profits. In reality, the indict- 
ment said, it was a Ponzi scheme, 
in which early investors ore paid 
with money from more recent 
investors.

Author Henri de Monfreid,95. 
Adventarer in Africa, Mideast 


. PARIS, Dec. 13 CAP).— Henri 
-de Mcmfreid, 95, French ad- 
.. venturer and author, was found 
dead in bed morning at his 
home at Ingrandes to west cen- 
- fral France. 

Mr. de Monfreld started his life 
of- adventure in 1910 with a trip 
. to Djibouti where -he worked _to- 
a " factory. "He_ jffiSh travde^: 

' through Ethiopia and saffid a 
. small boat he- built himself -a*, 
far- as the China Sea. Along ttie ; 

• way - he worked as a ■ peari 
diver, timber merchant, hashish 
smuggler and arms mer chan t. He - - 
returned to France in 1914 and 
served as a soldier to World 
War L After the war, he return^ . 
ed to Africa: . . . 

Emperor Haile Selassie banned 
him from Ethiopia in 1932^ but 
be went back in 1936 with the . 
Italian Army and became a cof- 
fee planter; -He was a big-game 
hunter to Kenya but -was arrest- 
ed and later expelled by the- Brit- 
ish in 1940. 

MT. de Monfreld published his . 
first book, “The Secrets of the 
Red Sea,” in 1932. In aH, he 
wrote about 60 volumes recount- 
ing his adventures and bls^Hfe. 
At 85, he recorded three -records • 
of sea songs. 

Mr. de ManfrekTs father, 
Daniel,- was an artist : and. a 
friend of Gauguin, Degas,' Seurat,, 
M aill o l, Matisse -and Toulouse- 
Lautrec. all of whom Henri mpfr

ATHENS, Dec. 13 (.Renters'.— 
The Greek national air line, 
Olympic Airways, today baited all 
of its flights in a dispute with 
the government over an austerity 
program intended to extricate it 
from financial troubles. 

Shipping magnate Aristotle 
Onassis. who holds a controlling 
interest in the airline, on Wed- 
nesday canceled his contract vntn 
the state which gave him exclu- 
sive rights to operate the na- 
tional carrier. 

Last week, Olympic ordered a 
lockout of 8500 employees after 
a strike. Then the government 
issued a decree declaring the 
lockout illegal. Under the con- 
tract, Mr. Onassis has to con- 
tinue to operate toe company for 
six months after giving notice 
of a cancellation. However, an 
airline spokesman said that 
Olympic was unable to operate 
any flights. The company has 
estimated that its losses for this 
year will be $35 million.

RANGOON. Burma, Dec. 13 
(AP>.— Thousands of troo ps p a- 
t rolled the nearly deserted streets 
of Rangoon today after an out- 
break last night of a second 
spasm of arson and shooting. 

The official Rangoon radio said 
that a special tribunal sentenced 
35 persons to prison for terms of 
three to five years for destroying 
public property. 

Schools, businesses and mar- 
kets were closed. Only a few 
food sellers were on tbe streets. 
Vehicular traffic was sparse. 

Rangoon radio said that nine 
persons had been killed and 74 
wounded in clashes since gov- 
ernment forces on Wednesday 
retrieved the body of Mr. Thant, 
who died at the age of 65 in 
New York on Nov. 25. He had 
retired three years ago after 10 
years as UN secretary-general. 

An official of the UJS. Embas- 
sy here said yesterday that gov- 
ernment casualty reports were 
“way too low." A correspondent 
here for toe Japanese newspaper 
Asahi Shimbun reported that 
1.800 persons had been arrested 
after Wednesday's outbreak of 
rioting. 

All public transport halted yes- 
terday afternoon, causing many 
office workers to be caught on 
toe streets after curfew. All re- 
portedly were taken into custody 
by army patrols; some were re- 
ported to have been freed later 
but others were held for ques- 
tioning. j 

Rangoon radio said the violence 
resumed last night and that mobs 
destroyed a railroad ticket office 
and a train engine.

"What Every Woman Knows” at 
the Albery. Mr. Simon sells out 
his work with a sugary and con- 
trived ending but otherwise his 
play of an alcoholic singer trying 
to put her life In some sort of 
shape is much funnier than that 
plot line sounds, lull of acerbic 
wit and biting one-liners deliver- 
ed with superb aplomb by Elaine 
Stritch, who Is giving one of the 
best performances to be seen In 

London at the moment. Barrie's 
play has been excellently revived, 
and holds up much better than 
expected, thanks not only to his 

own craft but the excellent per- 
formances of the cast, led by 
Dorothy Tutln. 

Other Plays 

Outside the Royal Shakespeare 
Company's current season at the 
Aldwych, the other plays of in- 
terest are Eduardo de Filippo's 
“Saturday Sunday Monday” at 
the Queens and Robert Patrick's 
“Kennedy's Children” at the 
King's Head Theatre Club in 
North London. De Filippo's Nea- 
politan soap opera, satisfylhgly 
meaty, was a recent Broadway 
failure but the National Theatre 
production— providing you are not 
distracted by the cast's organ- 
grinder accents— Is lovingly de- 
tailed with Frank Finlay and 
Joan Plowright giving admirable 
performances as a couple unable 
to explain to each other their 
grief at the breakdown in their 
relationship. Mr. Patrick’s play 


is a series of interlocking mono- 
logues on paradise lost, the shat- 
tering of the American dream, 
and is also well acted and direct- 
ed, if played under cramped con- 
ditions. * 

Among the musicals. “Billy" at 
Drury Lane, a slick show with a 
star performance from Michael 
Crawford In the title role, is the 
best bet, with its hero retreating 
from the harshness of reality into 
ever more appealing fantasies. 
At Her Majesty's “The Good 
Companions,” based on J. B 
Priestley's novel, is melodic, nice- 

■ ly sentimental and, perhaps, ap- 
pealingly nostalgic. The Japanese 
nomads, the Tokyo Kid Brothers, 
ore at the Royal Court with a 
motorcycle musical “The City' 
that has, at least, charm and 
vigor, And at the King's Rosa 
Theatre. Richard O'Brien’s ‘.The 
Rocky Horror Show" still provides 
an amusingly decadent menage a 
trois, marrying rock music- with 
transvestism and horror movies. 

“Sleuth" at the Fortune re- 
mains the only thriiiwr to rise 
above the limitations of the 
genre. But the “best buys” in 
London theater at the moment 
are the two Royal Shakespeare 
productions at the Aldwych— the 
superb and intriguing “Rich- 
ard nr with Ian Richardson and 
Richard Pasco alternating in the 
roles of the king and Bolingbroke 
and, providing the perfect dash 
of bitters for the prevailing 
oversweetness, Wedekind's “The 
Marquis of Keith” with Ian Mc- 
Kellan b rilliant as the unscrupu- 
lous con man who is no mnfah for 
the conventional businessmen. 
Both, after all, are plays far all 
seasons.

Fred Coe directs with appro- 
priate “predictability.” 


“Portfolio Revue” Is “an un- 
usually pleasurable collage" ‘ of 
songs by Tom. Janes and Harvey 
Schmidt, says Mel Gussow. This 
tour through their 25-year-old 
scrapbook is conducted by the 
composers themselves aided by a 
trio of "extremely musical’* per- 
formers. -David Cryer, Kafchrin 
wing Segal «tnri Jeanne Lucas, 
“who manage to be both in- 
formal and elegant.” The pro-

“One knows he te 
a messenger from God because 
he has a large *God’ emblazon- 
ed on his sweatshirt.- This epi- 
cene young man has also met the 
devil and confides, r He looks just 
like Robert Redfort— gorgeous,” 
says Clive Barnes. Once the play 
gets going; tbe comic possibil- 
ities of a prosperous middle-class 
man u facturer ' being plagued 
by God very soon became ap- 
parent. “However most of the 
humor is unsophisticated and the 
ending is an anticlimax.” Mi- 
chael Bennett’s direction Includes 
same impressive stage effects 
with thunderbolts and collapsing 
mansions. The cast is a “de- 
light” according to Barnes, with 
Vincent Gardenia “masterly" as 
the latter-day Job. 


“The Rules of the Game” by 
Luigi Pirandello, performed by 
the New Phoenix Repertory Com- 
pany, says Clive Barnes, “offers 
some singular insights' into Pi- 
randello's worid.'*. Most of his 
plays deal with the theme of 
“reality and. illusion" but in this 
case the author's favorite coun- 
ter-subject of “reason land in- 
stinct” takas pride of place. “The 
story, concerns a husband (rea- 
son), and his wife (Instinct) who 
invites some drunks up, and in a 
fit of boredom, insists that her 
husband fight a duel with their 
leader, “all according to the rules 
of the .game — right up to death 
itself. But, as Pirandello -asks us, 
what are the rules of the game?” 
Pirandello's interest in role-play- 
ing, in. people doing thihgs 'be- 
cause It te expected of ' them, is 
what we are asked to tt^k. about 
in tills play.". Stephen Porter’s 
staging "is very well done?” the 
scenery by Doug las 'Higgins ^at- 
tractively apt" and.

Films 

“The Godfather Part H," says 
Vincent Canby, “recalls how 
much better the original film 
was.” The new film suffers from 
tbe absence of Marlon Brando 
and a lack of narrative drive. 
Basically made up of bits and 
pieces of Mario Puzo's novel that' 
didn't fit Into the first movie, 
this production “is not very far 
along before one realizes that it 
h&snt anything more to say." 
Canby finds the film something 
of a self-parody: “Looking very 
expensive but spiritually desper- 
ate, ‘Part I T has the air of a 
very long, very elaborate revue 
sketch. Nothing te sacred. The 
photography by Gordon Willis, 
so effective originally, Is now 
comically fancy — the exteriors 
are too bright and glowy while 
the Interiors are so dark you 
wonder if these Mafia chiefs 
can't afford to buy bigger light 
bulbs.” Most of the actors seem 
“weary” though there ore some 
notable exceptions — Lee Stras- 
berg as the powerful Jewish 
mobster, and G. D. Spradlin, 
who te “absolutely right as a 
crooked, very waspish senator 
from Nevada." Canby concludes 
that the film merely "reworks 
lots of scenes that were done far 
-bettor- the first time.” Even Nino 
Rota’s old score “keeps thuc.ping 
away like a heavenly juke box" 
In the background.

Having myself seer only two 
pages of the original. I find the 
facsimile reproductions a revela- 
tion. Among them are blown-up 
details of patterns, animals, 
flowers, figures, exuberant orna- 
mentation of unimaginable love- 
liness. heretofore inaccessible to 
any but a handful of scholars. 
Accompanying the reproductions 
is a very readable text hy 
Fransoise Henry, who tells tbe 
history of the “Book of Kells," 
compares the efforts of the dif- 
ferent scholars who worked on 
it (Hand A, for example, is de- 
scribed as "extremely sedate and 
careful," Hand B, “an extrovert,'* 
Band C a man of “very individual 
idiosyncrasies”), and presents 
sensitive analysis of the painting 
styles. 

‘ American Scene* 

1 approached “The American 
Beene' 1 tPraeger, $29-50.) with very 
special interest, and left it with 
sharp disappointment. ' 

In my case It wasn't “The 
American Scene” as a style of 
art that captivated me when 1 
started as a critic in tbe earl; 
*30s ( the decade with which the 
title is always identified. On the 
contrary, it was the diversity of 
the time, such diversity as has 
not, I think, been matched since. 
Practically anything was likely 
to turn up in the galleries, from 
total abstraction (artists like 
Rice Pereira, Charles Howard. 
Xceron, Bolotowsky), to sur- 
realism (Peter Blume. Walter 
Quirt), to social realism (William 
G rapper, the Soyers*. to a very 
tired academicism— with all the 
isms in between. Today diversity 
seems to have returned to the 
scene, but, with it, have come 
confusion and uncertainty, as if 
everyone Is uneasily searching for 
an approved direction. 

“The American Scene,” as the 
book's author, Matthew Baigell, 
uses the term, refers to two kinds 
of representational painting he 
says dominated the art world, the 
belligerently nationalistic region- 
al 1st landscape painting of men 
like Thomas Benton, Grant Wood 
and James Sfceuarfc Curry, and 
the urban protest painting of 
breadlines, the unemployed and 
like material done by innumerable 
artists in' the cities. 

Actually the regionalists were 
never as important or as univer- 
sally admired as their ardent 
promoter, Thomas Craven, made 
them . out to be. And the soda! 
realists were not merely as 
politically purposeful as con- 
servatives insisted. Tbe tradition 
of representational paintirr is a 
very long one, here and in- Eu- 
rope. and both groups — who 
didn’t constitute the whole pic- 
ture by any means— were part 
of it They each painted what 
they saw. Some proved to be 
fine artists; most were pedes- 
trian. That Js par for the course 
in any period.

There Is a battle 
scene- by Clatrin that is also 
worthwhile and that escapes 
from the defects of most of his 
contemporaries. The main defect 
they share, these contemporaries 
of his, and that is what makes 
than so ludicrous in our sight, is 
their extraordinary lack of 
understanding and psychology. 
The extreme conventionality of 
their minds, allied to their con- 
siderable craftsmanship, creates 
a contrast so violent between 
competence ‘ and imbecility that 
one is. somewhat reluctantly mov- 
ed to laughter.

Fuchs is a peculiar case; an 
artist making use of a quasi- 
symbolist aesthetics today because 
it would seem that his own hang- 
ups are close to those of the 
symbolists. What he expres se s 
can best, be described as an 
erotico- religious conjunction of 
sex and death. He Is a remarkably 
able craftsman in the several 
forms he ventures- to use: paint- 
ing and pastel, drawing, engrav- 
ing and sculpture. His ability in 
sculpture is attested by the im- 
posing figure of a tall, buxom 
f emal e deity with strange, 
pendulous, lurry nipples that is 
executed in the same strange 
pseudo-archaic and baroque man- 
ner. What we encounter in his 
work is a survival and an in- 
tensification of some aspects of 
the Babylonian relief, the sym- 
bolistic, surrealist outlook and the 
well known Viennese morbidity. 


Ebicbe, Galerie Salnt-Honore, 262 
Rue Saint-Honor^, Paris 1, to

Eugeninsz Bibisb, who signed 
his paintings Eblche during the 
time he lived In Paris from 1922 
to 1939, painted in a manner that 
is quite characteristic of that 
period yet difficult to circum- 
scribe. it Is both expressioulstic 
and discreet, with no pure color 
and indeed with no real expres- 
sion in the "expressionlstic” sense 
of the word. The expressionism 


Is only in the way the paint is 
applied to the canvas which is 
curiously both vigorous and re- 
strained. This contradiction 
makes his art rather difficult to 
approach, though one can but 
recognize its evident qualities. 
There are a number ol recent 
works— Eblche lives In the West 
but goes to Poland quite regular- 
ly— among a total of 63.

There is a 
science-fiction overtone to her 
work, but it does not eclipse or 
overwhelm the graphic qualities. 
The drawings, show patterns, dia- 
grams, figures, pieces of land- 
scape. all well circ ums cribed and 
thrown almost disconnected upon 
the vast void of the white page.

. Granger, whose drawings have 
- been published In several im- 
portant weeklies and dailies (in- 
cluding The New York Times'), 
makes eloquent and amusing com- 
ments upon urbanization and pol- 
lution. One drawing shows a 
globe in space, the bottom has 
dropped off -and out of it has 
fallen en immense heap of refuse. 
The drawings ore in color and 
show a nice sense of simplifica- 
tion.

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Erosion of the UN 


The 29th UN General Assembly will wind 
■P & tumultuous session nezt week with 
several “firsts"— all of them damaging for 
the organization and probably for the cause 
of International peace and security as well. 

There is nothing new in the spectacle of 
one-sided resolutions rammed through by 
the automatic Afro-Aslan-Arab majority 
.with hypocritical help from the Communist 
regimes — though at this session these resolu- 
tions may have been more numerous and 
more irrelevant than usual. What was 
alarmingly new about Assembly No. 29 was 
the zest with which the majority, aided by 
the most capricious presiding officer In Its 
history, disregarded the rules by which any 
such body must function and violated the 
■plxit, il not always precisely the letter, of 
the UN Charter in a vain effort to work its 

wm. 

* * * 

Thus, after they had been blocked by 
American, British and French vetoes in the 
Security Council in their drive to expel South 
Africa, the militant African states simply 
had Assembly president Abdelazlz Bouteflika 
of Algeria decree South Africa’s suspension 
from this session — and mustered their usual 
majority to back his ruling. This circum- 
vention clearly violated the intent of Ar- 
ticle 5 of the UN Charter to leave the ulti- 
mate suspension power with the Security 
Council. 

The African trade-off for Arab votes 
against South Africa helped deliver the 
majorities that produced the other dubious 
"firsts” of this Assembly: the welcome for 
Yassir Arafat with the protocol reserved for 
heads of member states, the granting of 
permanent UN observer status to his Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization, the recogni- 
tion of the right of the Palestinians to 
independence and sovereignty “in Palestine,” 
meaning in Israel, and the curb on Israel’s 
right to speak during the Middle East debate. 

The UN Educational, Scientific and Cul- 
tural Organization, usually immune from 
political Influences, was also affected. A 
majority at UNESCO's General Conference 
in Paris last month condemned Israel for 
"altering the historical features of Jeru- 
salem.” cut off a modest $24,000 in aid— far 
less than Israel contributes — and excluded 
Israel from UNESCO's European grouping 
Without admitting it to any other region. 

In major Assembly addresses, American 
Ambassador John Seal! and colleagues from 


Britain. France, West Germany, Italy, Bel- 
gium, Denmark and even neutral Sweden 
have warned that passage of unrealistic, one- 
sided resolutions which cannot be carried 
out serves only to undermine the credibility 
of the UN and to erode the already pre- 
carious financial support for Its operations. 
Credibility is also damaged when the Gen- 
eral Assembly's legal committee, under Arab 
pressures, blithely decides to postpone for 
another year any considerations of proposals 
for UN action against International ter- 
rorism, an abomination from which not one 
of the 138 member states is Immune. 

The angry responses by some Third World 
delegates to Mr. Sc all’s warnings of erosion 
of support for the UN by the American 
people do contain some truth. When the 
United States controlled the Assembly’s 
majority in the 1950s, it often rammed 
through unrealistic resolutions designed to 
keep the Soviet Union in the dock. The 
United States also proposed the Uniting for 
Peace Resolution of 1950, aimed at bypassing 
a Security Council that was often blocked by 
Soviet vetoes. Washington was also a late 
convert to the idea of universal UN member- - 
ship, as Illustrated by its long fight to ex- 
clude the People's Republic of China. 

Admittedly, Ambassador Scali’s “tyranny 
of the majority” analysis in the present 
Assembly would have been more effective If 
he had conceded that American-led major- 
ities in the very different Assembly of 20 
years ago also served at times to discredit 
the UN. But no past American high-hand- 
edness can excuse the illegal suspension of a 
fo undin g member, the recognition bestowed 
on a terrorist group pledged to the destruc- 
tion of a member or the limitation on Israel’s 
right to defend Itself in Assembly debate. 

* * * 

It ought to be a prime objective of those 
whose security depends — whose very survival 
might one day depend— on the UN to avoid 
emulating past examples of misbehavior that 
could only enfeeble the organization. For 
it is the smaller, poorer, weaker states that 
provide the bulk of that automatic Assembly 
majority and It Is precisely these states that 
need a healthy, functioning, relevant UN 
most of all. 

These states especially should try to look 
beyond the intoxication of their irrelevant 
“victories” in Assembly ballots to the larger, 
more compelling issue. That issue is nothing 
less than the survival of the UN.

The Schmidt Proposal 


The imaginative economic strategy West 
German Chancellor Schmidt has put before 
the Ford administration and his Common 
Market partners suggests to the industrial 
nations a way of defeating the twin dangers 
of worldwide depression and soaring infla- 
tion that have been triggered by the oil- 
money crisis. 

Without waiting for his allies, Mr. Schmidt 
Ss setting out to Implement his program on 
the assumption, yet to be verified, that 
(Washington will join early next year and the 
others will follow. As the free world's sec- 
ond largest economy, with an Import market 
not much smaller than that of the United 
States— and stronger monetary reserves and 
Itrade and payments balances — West Ger- 
many is the only country, apart from Amer- 
ica, that can take the lead. But American 
Collaboration is needed. 

Mr. Schmidt’s strategy calls for the United 
States and West Germany, with combined 
imports of almost $140 billion last year and 
Bower inflation rates than most others, to 
help pull the Industrial world out of reces- 
sion by reversing their own downtrends. By 
permitting the deutsche mark to float upward, 
Bonn Is slowing the rise in West Germany’s 
exports and Is expanding imports from its 
main trading partners in the Common 
Market. In addition, both imports and 
domestic production are to be stimulated by 
selective incentives for private investment, 
Interest rate reductions, a step-up in public 
Investment expenditure and a tax cut. 

By mid- 1975. If the Ford administration 


takes a parallel course, the expanding Amer- 
ican and West German markets could pro- 
vide an opportunity for export-led growth 
for Italy, Britain, France and the other 
deficit countries of the industrial world — 
enabling them to initiate an economic up- 
turn. At the same time Mr. Schmidt would 
encourage continued restraint on domestic 
demand in the deficit- countries by with- 
holding for the time being easy financing 
for payments deficits not attributable to the 
oil squeeze. 

Much greater constraint, of course, will be 
needed on oil consumption, which could soar 
in an economic upturn. France and Britain 
are leading the way In curbing the use of 
oil, and even In West Germany, where the 
price rise so far is the only constraining 
factor, oil consumption has fallen off 8 to 
10 per cent. But the United States, the 
world's most profligate oil waster, is back 
virtually to its pre-embargo consumption 
levels. 

The time clearly has come for the Ford 
administration to act on its own emphatic 
warnings of the danger of a world depres- 
sion and its call on all the world to conserve 
energy. Other countries, as Chancellor 
Schmidt noted before leaving the United 
States, are beginning to follow this advice 
but President Ford has just refused again 
to make a significant move right now on 
either front. If West Germany's lead is not' 
to be undercut, a vigorous American' follow- 
through is vital.

Revamping the EEC 

Even if the European summit successfully 
koothed some of the British misgivings, it 
remains an open question whether the 
limited will to integrate by some EEC mem- 
bers can bring the organization back to life, 
whatever the institutional changes made. 
There is always the danger that whatever 
the heads of governments do decide will 
remain a dead letter and be overtaken and 
undermined by new political and economic 
events. 

The diversity of Ideas brings home the dif- 


ficulty of achieving a nnfied European pol- 
icy. Chancellor Schmidt sees institutional 
questions as of secondary importance so long 
as there is no economic solidarity. The 
French harp on national sovereignty, and the 
British go even further and want to retain 
Parliament's right to override EEC decisions. 
The optimists hope that modifying the setup 
will make international collaboration easier, 
but the skeptics hold genuine progress is 
impossible, irrespective of what procedural 
arrangements are made, so long as there is 
no true community spirit.

Soviet Cains 

Russia blasted its way into 
club membership years earlier 
than Western authorities had 
anticipated, and has since been 
steadily gaining in strength. 
France, without UJ5. assistance, 
started Its own military nucleonics 
program after the 1956 Suez ex- 
pedition. Under De Gaulle this 
was accelerated. The French, have 
now clearly overtaken the British.

I read with horror In my own 
article “The Beefalo, the C attalo 
and a Folk Character” (IHT. 
Dec. 10): “The Cheyenne, always 
good businessmen..." Now, how 
does one make slips like that? 
I meant the Cherokee, of course, 
one of “the live civilized tribes,” 
and civilized they were. They 
were such successes as animal 
breeders, after Europeans import- 
ed domestic animals for them to 
breed, that It may be suspected 
that the Indian Removal Act of 
1830 was Inspired portly by their 
guileless reporting to the au- 
thorities that they possessed 22,000 
head of cattle. 7,600 horses, 46,000 
pigs and 2,500 sheep. The com- 
petition was too stiff for the white' 
man. it was a Cherokee whose 
name was given to one of Amer- 
ica's most famous trees, Sequoya, 
in tardy recognition of his ser- 
vice in developing a system by 
which the Cherokee syllabary 
language could be written in 
English letters. Even after their 
brutal removal to Indian Ter- 
ritory (4,000 died on the march 
westward), the Cherokees appar- 
ently bore no umbrage and con- 
tinued to pursue their peaceful 
occupations in a fashion few 
white communities in the same 
part of the country succeeded In 
achieving; 

The Cheyenne, like the Com- 
an ches, were something else again. 
They were the most successful in 
using the horse after the Span- 
iards brought it In. for instance 
in fighting the whites, to whom 
they had no - Intention of sur- 
rendering their lauds. They were 
fighters anyway, who maintained 
six military societies, headed by 
one open only to the bravest of 
the brave. The Indians you see 
whooping around wagon trains 
In Western films ought, as a rule, 
to be Cheyennes, even If the 
movie-makers do put Sioux eagle- 
feather bonnets on them.

A Suggestion

There is a lot of talk around here 
about tiie reformist mood of the 
Congress, and there has actually 
been, some' useful adjustment of 
the c ong ressional machinery, but 
the old parliamentary trick of 
attaching pet amendments on 
subtidlary issues to major bills 
like the bade reform legislation 
is stm with us.

The 
purpose behind his plea and yours

The view, however, that it Is 
fuel from America and elsewhere 
that lights the fires of terrorism 
is I fear a somewhat super ficial 
one and so too Is the Implication 
that to quench these fires we need 
only cut off the source of that 
fuel. Such thinking contains a 
serious flaw in that it wrongly 
identifies the origins from which 
the terrorism springs. The real 
source- lies Is the motivation 
which has driven men and women 
to the acts of inhumanity with 
which the whole world is now 
fafritliar. The roots lie deep in 
the history of British/Irish rela- 
tions ctr more speci fi cally in the 
centuries of persecution and 
humiliation which the Irish peo- 
ple have endured. 

Until that aspect of matters is 
examined or at the very least 
acknowledged there is no hope of 
seeing the dawn. 

While truth remains tmserved 
and the lessons of history are not 
learned, justice and peace must 
lie waiting in the dark shadows.

Experts ChaUeage CIA Data on Oil Finds 


By Edward Cowan 

WASHINGTON, Dee. IS fNYT). 
—Experts at two major oil com- 
panies have privately challenged 
recent intelligence estimates of 
new oil discoveries outside the 
oil cartel countries and the pro- 
duction that could be expected 
from them in 1980. 

The difference of opinion is 
important because the estimates, 
developed by the Central Intel- 
ligence Agency, provide an im- 
portant technical underpinning 
for administration strategy. This 
holds that by conservation and 
development of their own sup- 
plies, the oil-imparting countries 
can bring about, or at least ac- 
celerate, a reduction of prices 
charged by the 13 members of 
the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries. 

“To me, the question is not 
whether oil prices will fall but 
when they will fall,” Treasury 
Secretary William Simon said in 
a speech in New York on Nov. 18. 

He went on to cite reserve and 
production estimates, to which 
two industry experts, when queri- 
ed by the New York limes, took 
exception. 

The experts, who are explora- 
tion specialists, work for UJS. oil 
companies with interests all over 
the world. The companies agreed 
to n-mfrp a technical assessment 
of Mr . Simon’s remarks on toe 
condition that they would not 
be identified. 

China Left Out 

Government officials said toe 
experts may have found Mr. 
Simon's figures to be exaggerated 
In part because his speech made 
no mention of China. The CIA 
analysis on which Mr. Simon 
relied anticipated that China 
would produce four million bar- 
rels of oil a day by I960, with 
one mflUon available for export. 

"In toe past year alone" Mr. 
Simon said, "26 significant new 
oil discoveries have been report- 
ed. At least 30 billion bands of 
oil have been added to proven 
reserves outside toe OPEC coun- 
tries — an increase of 35 per cent,” 

These finds, be added, “have 
an estimated production potential 
of 13 million barrels per day by 
1980— all of which reduces OPEC's 
potential market. And this 
doesn’t even Include the oil which 
will be flowing from Alaska and 
our outer continental shelf.” 

One exploration specialist at a 
big international company • char- 
acterized Mr. Simon's figures as 
“a little bit of wishful thinking.” 

He and the second . specialist 
both said that the figure of 30 
billion seemed high, that it prob- 
ably included proven as well as 
probable or prospective reserves. 
The last two terms indicate a 
lower degree of confidence in the 
estimate. Proven reserves are 
those that could be readily pro- 
duced with existing technology at 
present prices. 

Both experts said that even if 


the 30- billion figure were justifi- 
ed, the projection of production 
of 13 million barrels & day of 
crude oil was too high by 100 per 
cent. “From 3D bUlion barrels, 
we would expect production of 
around six million or seven mil- 
lion barrels a day by 1980, ” on? 
expert said. 

The other said that 13 million 
“seems like twice what you would 
get." He explained that "there 
are terrific lag times,” intervals 
between an initial discovery and 
fuH-throtUe production, and ”1980 
isn't all that far away.” 

Mr. Simon said "proven North 
Sea reserves have doubled since 
last fall/* One of the specialists 


estimated the rise, Including prob- 
able reserves, at 57 per cent, or 

a total of 21 billion barrels now 
as against 13 billion a year ago. 

Mr. Simon listed 17 countries 
or trans-border regions in which, 
he said, "oil has been found ia 
commercial quantities.” Both ex- 
ploration specialists dismissed a 
number of them as having dem- 
onstrated no "commercial quan- 
tities.” The term, a relative one. 
means a reservoir large enough 
to justify the expense of develop- 
ment and transportation. 

Countries to which both spe- 
cialists attributed no significant 
oil discoveries were Guatemala, 
Bangladesh, Thailand and South 


Vietnam. One of the experts 
also said that discoveries had 
been insignificant in Gabon and 
Zaire. 

Although estimation of oil 
reserves is partly an art and 
partly a science, the specialists 
felt tbat toe figures cited by Mr.

Schmidt Voivs Ran on Control

BONN, Dec. 13 (AP-DJ).— 

Chancellor Helmut Schmidt told 
parliament today that his govern- 
ment wiD not allow oil-rich coun- 
tries to gain control over stra- 
tegically essential West German 
Industrial firms. 

Mr. Schmidt said Prmp has 
no "basic objections” if Arab oO 
producers recycle their profits by 
buying shares of German com- 
panies— provided tills is done 
openly. 

Referring to Kuwait’s purchase 
of a 14-per-cent share of Daim- 
ler-Benz, the Chancellor said: 
"We, indeed, do have something 
against transactions that are car- 
ried out in dark secret.” 

Mr. Schmidt said his govern- 
ment is taking steps to ensure 
that such deals become "more 
transparent.” The first step Is 
the drafting of a law requiring 
registration of all stock transac- 
tions involving foreign purchases 
of 10 per cent or more shares of 
a German company. 

What Bonn will not tolerate, 
the Chancellor said, is having 
foreigners mak i ng policy for 
Targe or politically or strategical- 
ly essential parts of our econo- 
my.” 

Economically weaker countries 
of the industrial world need the 
recycled oil money much more 
than' Germany does, Mr. Schmidt 
suggested. 


"Shareholding also re- 

sponsibility,” Mr. Schmidt said, 
"and whoever holds shares in 
Mercedes-Benz hopefully will also 
get the feel in his pocketbook 
how rising gas prices must of 
necessity affect the sales and em- 
ployment situation in the auto- 
mobile economy of the entire 
world.”

The Chancellor addressed toe 
lower bouse of parliament to ex- 
plain his government's program 
to combat mounting unemploy- 
ment and recession in Germany.

Bank Loans 
Rise in N.Y.

NEW YORK, Dec. 13 'NYD.— 
Business loans of major New York 
City banks Increased $341 million 
in toe week ended Wednesday, toe 
■Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York reported yesterday. 

Tbe substantial increase in 
commercial and Industrial loans 
was the 10th in the last 11 weeks 
and It brought toe net expansion 
of such loans for this period to 
5137 billion. 

Since midyear, business loans 
here have risen S3 .91 billion, or 
more than three times their $L 17- 
billion increase In the correspond- 
ing period of 1973. 

This heavy demand for bank 
loans has surprised some credit 
market observers who bad ex- 
pected loan demand to taper off 
as the economy weakened. On the 
other hand, however, it may be 
tbat inflation has made borrowers 
seek more money to finance even 
a declining volume of business, 
they reason. 

For much of this period of 
rising bank-loan demand, banks 
lowered the rates they charge on 
loans, but that trend, too, seems 
to have ended. If anything, there 
was just a hint of pressure begin- 
ning to build this week for an in- 
crease In bank lending charges. 

New York bank loans to sales- 
finance companies rose S51 million 
during toe latest banking week. 
Tills rise was the fourth consecu- 
tive Increase, and it, too. was 
somewhat surprising in view of 
the slowdown in automobile sales 
and In installment credit gen- 
erally. 

The Federal Reserve estimated 
that commercial banks had aver- 
age net borrowed reserves of $603 
million in the latest week, their 
deepest borrowed reserve position 
in three weeks. 

Borrowing by banks for the 
Federal Reserve, however, aver- 
aged only $613 m ill i on this week, 
the lightest amount of such bor- 
rowing la two years. A week 
earlier, member banks borrowed 
an average of $1.02 billion from 
Fed banks.

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TBE END OF AFFLUENCE 


A Blueprint for Your Future 


By Paul R. Ehrlich and Anne H. Ehrlich. Ballantint, 
307 pp. 31-95.

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nnHE idea, of course, was to lay 
on a tounh, of guilt in time 
for the Christmas feast. Be- 
cause if Paul R. and Anne H. 
Ehrlich's “The End of Affluence: 
A Blueprint for Your Future” 
were to have the impact of Mr. 
Ehrlich's earlier “The Population 
Bomb” (which dramatized the 
horrors of overpopulation and 
helped to promote the idea of 
Zero Population Growth), then 
the turkey wouldn’t be quite so 
easy to swallow. And- if the bird 
wasn’t so easy to get down, we 
wouldn’t have to feel so bad 
about eating it in the first place 
at a time when starvation is 
stalking the earth. “The End of 
Affluence” was to be a form of 
penance, see? Just a little ser- 
vice provided to the reader. 

But unfortunately or fortu- 
nately (depending on how you 
look at it) ‘The End of Af- 
fluence” does not have the im- 
pact of “The Population Bomb ” 
Not that Its message, boiled down 
to essenti a ls, doesn't have signif- 
icance for ell our future Christ- 
mases. To be told that last 
winter's gas shortage was Just a 
foretaste of far worse energy 
crises to come should be pnp u g h 
to make us cook the turkey on 
a wood or charcoal grill on the 
terrace or in the backyard. To 
be assured that food prices are 
hea ded much hi g h er still in the 
future and that vast shortages 
are bound to occur should suffice 
to Inspire us to preserve some- 
thing for next year. And to be 
promised that the only way to 
safeguard the future- is to stop 
trusting politi cians and start lay- 
ing in supplies for the duration 
Should make us forget about 
feasts. 


Jinn of Affluence” comes an as a 
book about an impending catas- 
trophe and what you can do 
about it. Yet nowhere is the 
catastrophe made to seem as 
dramatically, clear as the con- 
sequence of overpopulation pre- 
sented in “The Population Bomb * 
Instead, the Ehrlichs dissipate 
their case in disorganization, 
meandering now to an extensive 
review of potential energy sources 
independent of oil, coal, and 
nuclear power, now to a predic- 
tion of how the world’s nations 
will behave when the crunch 
comes, and now to the poor eco- 
nomic prognoses for an over- 
developed country Eke Japan 
and an underdeveloped one Eke 
Brazil But nowhere is the 
ineluctability of the crunch cxys- 
taiized. So when the Bhi hcb a 
try to Marne the end of growth 
economics an the Second Law of 
Thennodynamics^ arguing that “a 
world without the Second Law. . . 
is literally unimaginable," one is 
tempted (though one probably 
ought to know better) to reply 
that a century ago a world' with- 
out Newton’s law of planetary 
motions was literally unimagin- 
able. 
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Nor is it that “The Skid of 
Affluence’’ isn't full of enlight- 
ening details and. statistics. To 
learn how Americans, constitut- 
ing only 6 per cent of the world’s 
population, manage still to ac- 
count far 30 per cent of the 
world's meat consumption (and 
thereby get their protein far less 
efficiently or healthfully than 
those who rely on pulses— peas, 
beans, lentils — nuts and grains); 
to see how the so-called Green 
Revolution has limited the genetic 
variability of grain crops, and 
thus made it more difficult for 
those crops to adapt to Impend- 
ing Climactic t*-ba.ng A<t (like the 
disappearance of future monsoons 
In this century that some scien- 
tists are predicting for India): 
to have the interdependence of 
the world’s population spelled 
out for us; to have the peril of 
nuclear power reactors reviewed 
for us; to have it made clear 
what is likely to happen when. 
mill-inns in the Indian subcoh- 

tlneni begin to starve (as they 
inevitably must, according to the 
Ehrlichs): all this Is shocking 
and frightening enough to keep 
us transfixed way past dinner 
time. 


As for “what you can do ... to 
make a brighter future that’s up 
to you”: the Ehrlichs are by 
turns vague and unrealistic. Be 
prepared, stay informed, support 
a stronger United Nations, they 
urge us at various points, but this 
leaves me with approximately the 
same feeling Z had when a grad- 
uation speaker once exhorted me 
to change the world for the 
better. “Another t h ing you can 
do Is not live within a hundred 
mfift*; downwind of a rg ic leg-r 
power plant,” the Ehrlichs tdl us, 
but, speaking personally. HI con- 
fess that were I to try to act on 
their advice Td be too much of a 
coward to face the neighbors 
with the necessary explanations. 
Be self-sufficient, they -also 
advise os, and they give us lists 
of technical adjustments, food, 
and medical supplies on which to 
survive in case of disaster. But 
though the idea of self-sufficiency 
Intrigues me, I know I won't get 
around to achieving it tomorrow 
or even next month. Help cut 
America's energy consumption In 
half before the crunch comes, 
they say. Pd like to, but to be 
perfectly candid Pm afraid I 
won’t. 

I suppose the Ehrlichs have 
achieved their purpose: They've 
written a book that will probably 
help to raise everyone's aware- 
ness, and thus they may have re- 
duced the chance of catastrophe 
by the percentage point or two 
they say Is their objective. But, 
just as they are, rm afraid It’s 
going to take considerably more 
than their book to work much 
of a change. In the meantime, 
m turn off a few lights and 
consume Christmas dinner. 


All the same, we're going to 
dinner somehow. “Tim

NEW YORK. Dec. 13 (NYTX — One- 
month-old Keystone Racetrack in Corn- 
wells Haights, Bensalem Township, Bucks 
County, Pa., Is toe youngest gambling 
hell In toe land but already far gone in 
wickedness. There on the outskirts of 
staid Philadelphia, and nowhere else in 
America this year, a man can win a 
S100.000 race and lose his immortal soul 
on the same weekend. 

The Heritage Stakes, -the last $100,000 
event in this country, for 1974, will be 
run there tomorrow afternoon, and 
24 hours later Keystone win conduct Its 
first program of Sunday racing, plunging 
the community headlong into sin. 

It b curious that Philadelphia, “the 
most pecfcsalfflaa of American cities,” 
according to Henry L. Mencken, should 
precede New York into iniquity, but by 
the time Belmont and Saratoga start 
desecrating, the Sabbath next summer, 
horse players in William Penn's “greese 
ecruntrle towne" will be hardened char- 
acters, probably beyond redemption. 

Profane Pursuits 

As human depravity is measured, it 
was only yesterday that Pennsylvania 
lowered its standards to permit such 
profane pursuits as baseball and fishing 
an Sunday. This just goes to show what 
happens when the first crack in toe dike 
goes unrepaired. 

Next thing straitlaced old Philadelphia 
knows, she'll be wallowing as deep in sin 
as she did in her earliest, purplest past. 
Though It is seldom remembered today. 
Pen n himself had been in toe slammer 
several times before be ever saw America, 
and the town he founded was no better 
than she be. As early as 1699, in 

fact, Penn imported the stallion Tamer- 
lane and two mnr an to Philadelphia. A 
decade before toe American Revolution 
his grandson Richard was president of 
toe Philadelphia Jockey Club, easily the 
fanciest such organization in America, 
candidly created “to promote toe Plea- 
sures of toe Turf.” 

Race Street 

It is frequently related how young 
bucks of (Ben Franklin's tim» endangered 
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pedestrians by racing horses up and down 
Sassafras Street and persisted in this 
reckless behavior in the face of municipal 
disapproval until toe thoroughfare came 
to be known as Race Street, toe name 
it still bears. 

That wasn’t Philadelphia's first race 
course, however. An earlier one is describ- 
ed thus by William HP. Robertson in 
his “History of Thoroughbred Racing in 
America”: 

Around a Gallows 

“Penn's plans for the City of Brotherly 
Love Included a group of vacant squares 
intended as public recreation grounds, 
and one of these areas, Centre Square, 
was frequently used for racing, accounts 
of which include descriptions of horses 
'dodging in and out among toe trees.’ 
(The trees might have been somewhat 
preferable, at that, to the square’s later 
accoutrements; Hervey reports that when 


it was cleared and converted into a com- 
mon, the square was utilized for public 
hangings, and the horses raced around 
a gallows which stood in the infield).*' 

Penn was both a racing man and a 
breeder and be noted in his “Reflexions 
and Maxims’’ that “men are more care- 
ful of toe breed of their horses and dogs 
than of their children." 

‘Holystone the Decks’ 

History does not tell us whether he 
raced on Sundays;, but toe "Philadelphia 
Catechism” quoted by Richard Henry 
Dana in “Two Years Before the Mast” 
suggests that toe Sabbath was not al- 
ways reserved exclusively for resting. It 
declares: 

"Six days shalt thou labor and do all 
thou art able, and on the seventh — holy- 
stone the decks and scrape the cable." 

This Is toe historical background for 
Keystone’s first full weekend of cheer- 
ful debauchery. The Heritage is a test of 
a mile and a sixteenth for 2-year-olds, 
presented as toe second part of a sum- 
mer-winter double. The first part was 
toe Kindergarten, run at Liberty Bell 
Park before Keystone opened. In addi- 
tion to toe $100,000 purse there is a 
special award of $25,000 If the Kinder- 
garten winner comes back to take the 
Heritage- This has happened once. In 
1971, Freetcx won toe Kindergarten and 
finished toe Heritage in a dead heat for 
first with Eager Exchange. 

This year's Kindergarten winner is 
Golden Chance Farm's Master Derby, 
who does better in Philadelphia than toe 
Eagles or the Phillies. He has won twice 
in three starts there for a percentage of 
.667. He is a son of Dust Commander, 
who finished third in a Philadelphia 
allowance race in 3969, and went on to 
win toe Kentucky Derby. 

The first Sunday program consists of 
three allowance races and six claim ers. 
Daylight being a trifle skimpy at this 
season, first post at Keystone is 
12:30 pjn. on weekdays, but toe law says 
1 o'clock on Sundays. In colonial days, 
Maryland forbade racing “near toe 
nearby meetings of toe people called 
Quakers.” Today Pennsylvania forbids it 
until Quakers get out of meeting and 
make it to the mutual windows.

German Altar 
Is Recovered 

DUSSELDORP, Germany, Dec. 
23 LAP). — A stolen German Gothic 
altar, valued at over $100,000, has 
been recovered at Dtisseldorf air- 
port and two men have been ar- 
rested, police announced yester- 
day. 

The 300-pound altar, carved by 
an unknown master between 1450 
and 1500, was stolen Oct. 23 from 
the village of Abbensen in north 
Germany. 

Police discovered it in a pack- 
ing case at the airport, which 
was being searched because of a 
bomb threat. Two unnamed men 
who had delivered the case to 
the freight department were ar- 
rested. They admitted delivering 
the case but said that they did 
not know whom they were work- 
ing for or where the altar was to 
be shipped. The packing case had 
neither a sender's nor receiver's 
address.

A Footnote to Art History 


j? jt 
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TJARIS (1ST).— The centenary of fan- 
pressionism is drawing to a close in 
the nicest possible way, with a small 
choice show that suggests the extent of 
the revolution and the close relations be- 
tween the painters, writers and artisans 
who brought it about. 

The exhibition, dedicated to the earthen- 
ware softpaste porcelain works produced at 
the experimental Atelier de Paris-Auteull 
which the Haviland factory of Limoges 
founded in 1872, opened this week at the 
BibliothCque Forney, a workmen’s and 
artisans’ library in the medieval H6tel de 
Sens in the Marais. It will continue to 
mid-February. 

E xperim ent i ng with new glazes and 
firing techniques and using such simple 
forms as Korean -style flasks, urns and the 
rectangular “billets” which provided ex- 
pansive surfaces for decoration, the studio 
produced works of a richness, joy and 
freshness that clearly suggest impressionist 
painting. While the painters were hooted 
at, however, the studio’s productions were 
hailed at the Exposition de lUnlon Cen- 
trale in 1876 and in Philadelphia the same 
year (the Rookwood studio was later to 
produce Auteoil- influenced china in Cin- 
cinnati). But If critics approved, the public 
did not buy and while the studio did not 
actually close until 1914, its great creative 
period did not outlast the '80s and Its 
commercial failure was outstancjing. 

The ft, t eller Haviland of Paris- Auteull is 
of special interest to Americans, for the 
Haviland family who founded it were 
Ame ricans who had gone into the ch in a 
business in New York in 1821. 

In 1842, David Haviland went to France 
and eventually set up the flourishing 
Haviland manufacture which was so 
heavily geared to the American market 
that in 1866 an American consulate opened 
in Limoges to handle cust oms duties, 
which were fixed at 40 per cent. Even so, 
exports reached such heights that in 1906 
Havfland’s American competitors forced 
an embar go of some months on the Limoges 
product. Still, Haviland provided services 
for American presidents from Franklin 
Pierce on and David Haviland and his 
wife, Mary, remained adamantly American 


in Limoges, refusing even to speak- French 
with their aras, Theodore and Charles. 

It was Charles who founded the Auteoil 
atelier, who became such st noted collector 
of paintings, Japanese objects and books 
that when his collection, was dispersed after 
his death— he wanted it sold so other col- 
lectors could enjoy it as he bad— the sale 
needed 10 catalogues and lasted from 1322 
to 1927. He married the; daughter of a 
prominent art critic, Philippe Buriy, and 
knew Zola, the Goncoorts and the leading 
painters of his day. 

“It is very moving,” says Charles Havi- 
land’s grandson, Jean d’AIbis- This Amer- 
ican in France who loved what was best 
in France— what the French themselves 
didn ’t like. They were cut off as foreigners 
and as Protestants and so they were more 
open to what was sew than the French 
were.” 

So little is known about the Atelier de 
Paris-Auteun that it took Mr. d'AJbls, a 
tall man of great serenity and joy, eight 
years to assemble the present exhibition. 

To run the atelier, Haviland chose the

engraver Felix Braoquemond, who was one 
of the leaders in the discovery of Japanese 
art, and who exhibited several times with 
the impressionists, starting with the 1874 
show. 

Berthe Morisot knew the Atelier de Parls- 
Auteuil, Degas came by to ask for advice 
about engraving and Gauguin worked 
there. 

The studio opened at 116 Rue Michel- 
Ange with a staff of 25 plus the concierge 
and a dog named D&na. Soon, from 
New York, Charles Haviland was sending 
an early example of market research to 
Bracquemand (“Hat shapes are more 
popular than round shapes. Sculpted 
leaves are appreciated, but not sculpted 
figures.”), and not surprisingly Bracque- 
mond left, to be replaced by the brilliant 
ceramist Ernest Chaplet. 

If the keynote of the present show is 



impresslouisn, tire works- on display by 
such artists as Aub6, Dammouse, Benard, 
Merlot, MMoux and Lindeneher, as wen 
as- Chaplet and Braoquemond, run the. 
gamut of artistic trends of the day , from 
Japan to natvir&li&n ’ ■ to 18 th-century 
scenes inspired mare by- Verlaine than 
Watteau to a pallid medieval lady in a; 
heimln painted by Bracquemond’s wife, 
Marie. There Is a Degas -style ban erica 
n.nd a pair of rung decorated in the 
abstract style of a late Monet. 

A post-Auteull vase by Chaplet fetched 
44£00 francs — or 125 per cent the experts' 
estimate— in an auction in Paris last 
winter, while a piece by Dammouse made 
around 1881-84 got 7,580 francs. Mr. d*Al- 
bis says Auteull pieces get about 2,000- 
4,000 francs . usually, but this Is purely 
theoretical as so few pieces oome up for 
sale that no distinc t market pattern has 
been pofeaiiiiJtVwH - as Mr. d’Albls points 
out happily, at the moment, the works' 
value is only intrinsic. 

The Auteoil studio is only a footnote to 
art history, but so little has been known 
about it Tmfcn now that scholars have been 
flocking to the Hdtel de Sens, where Mr. 
d’Albls been taking them around .and 
sharing their sense of discovery. 

“It really is a joy” says Mr. d’AIbis 
who has not seen the pieces he describes 
so lovingly since 1947, the year that he 
lost his sight.
